Dock Explosion 


Sir-—Mr Graham Wilson's 
article on the Bombay dock ¢x- 
Ploston, published In The China 
Mall on April 4, mato fascinat- 
ing reading, As a cub reporter 
on tho staff of ‘The Morning 
Standard (now defunct) I was 
one of those who covered the 
‘explosion story, although our 
labour was al! in vain. Owing 
to the rigid censorship in fore 
then, we could publish only the 
officint version of the disaster. 
But baving witnessed the holo- 
caust, Mr Wilson's: article 
brought before myi mind's’ eye 
the grim pleture of death and 
destruction that tho explosion 
of the ammunition-lacen ship 
caused, ; . 

But there are a few blanks 
which I wish to fill in Mr 
Wilson's article, I am writing 
cntlrely frorm memory, bue us 
far os I can recall, the primary 
reason for the failure of the 
Bombny Fire, Brigade to ex- 
tingulsh the fire In. the ship's 
hold before the ammunition 
estimated by the Inquiry Com- 
mission to be cqulvalent ap 
proximately to 900 tons of TNS 
—cxploded; was tho fact that 
the gas-cutting ppparatus which
